Six Men Killed in a Fight in 
Tennessee. 


ATTACK OLIVER SPRINGS. 


The Guards Were Prepared and 
Drove Them Off. 


WOUNDED ON BOTH SIDES. 


The Guards Are Reinforced and Await 
Another Attack. 


BUCHANAN WILL VOID CONTRACTS, 


Nas nv, Tenn., Aug. 16.—[Special.]— 
An attack by miners on the convict Stockade 
at Oliver Springs mines at 8 o’clock this morn- 
ing, three guards were killed, and as many 
miners are dead and a number on both sides 
were wounded, Several hundred shots were 
exchanged before finally the attacking forces 
withdrew. Tonight the guards at Oliver 
Springs are reinforced and prepared for the 
mob which from all indication is likely to 
make its appearance before dawn. The re- 
sult will be terrible. 

That the situation is daily growing worse 
will not admit of doubt. In Grundy and 
Marion counties stockades have been 
destroyed, convicts’ driven away from the 
mines and the declaration is made by miners 


- on every hthe that the convicts must not be 


returned to those counties. Many of the per- 
petrators of these lawless acts are known, yet 
in spite of the Governor and the Attorney- 
General ‘of the State no arrests have been 
made. Neither has there been any call upon 
the State authorities for assistance in taking 
the offenders into custody. 


Finding that the county officials had done 


nothing Judge Moon and Attorney-General 
Brown of Marion County, whose court is now 
in session, took the management of matters 
into their hands. They worked vigorously 
and since yesterday the grand jury has re- 
turned indictments against fourteen men. It 
is believed many others will speedily follow. 
In Grundy County the law has not yet taken 
a hand. 

The wires at Oliver Springs were cut by 
miners, who thus adopted the course pursued 
at Tracey City and Inman, before they 
marched upon the stockades. 

Miners Move on the Stockades. 

The miners who have been holding meetings 
and discussing the results of the Tracy City 
and Inman uprising determined to capture the 
stockade, set the 100 convicts at liberty, and 
then burnt the stockade, a new structure that 
took the place of one destroyed by the miners 
in November last. Crosemg the mountains 
they collected and started for Oliver Springs. 
The number of men in the mob is estimated 
at 300. They were well armed. Creeping up 
to within a short distance of the stockade the 
miners were ready for the attack, when their 
presence was detected by the guards, who 
were prepared for them. In an instant the 
firing became general. 

The miners did not expect such a reception, 
but they rallied and the fight raged fiercely. 
Three guards were killed and hurt. One of 
the hurt received a mortal wound. The min- 
ers found three of their number dead and 
others wocnded, which, while serious, are not 
fatal. Three guards were struck and one 
fatally hurt. 

: Reinforcements for the Miners. 

The miners were loud in their denunciation 
of the guards. ‘They learned later that the 
miners throughout that region were greatly 
excited over the news and were making prep- 
arations to renew the attack with large rein- 
forcements. Word was sent to the yroper au- 
thorities apprising them of the dangerand im- 
mediately additional precautions were taken. 
The Governor, upon the receipt of telegrams 
from Oliver Springs, ordered the military 


companies at Nashville and Chattanooga to 


go to the aid of the guards, telling them he 
would follow. The companies started this 
evening. 

It is possible the military force at Coal 
Creek, now consisting of 125 men, will be 
strengthened at once. The miners can raise 
fully 2,000 men, several hundred of these com- 


ing over the Kentucky line. It is thought that 


the miners, if they should succeed in captur- 
ing Oliver Springs, will try to take the Coal 
Creek stockade, where there are 200 or more 
convicts with a strong military force to pro- 
tect them. The result of an engagement can 
be imagined. 3 
Gov. Buchanan said today in an iuterview:

, have anything to do with the convicts. Every 


political party is against the lease, and I be- 
lieve that the people are against it. It may 
be called cowardly and illegal, but its the only 
thing that can be done.

Mr. Baxter was asked what would the result 
of such action be to the Tennessee Coal, Iron, 
and Railroad company? It would not make 
any difference to the company whatever,’’ Mr. 
Baxter replied. 

The Board of Prison Inspectors, Mr. Miller, 
one of the members, being unavoidably ab- 
sent from the city, met in Gov. Buchanan’s 
office today. ‘The convict question as a whole 
was discussed. After an hour of consultation 


they decided to wait until a full board could 


be present and Attorney-General Pickle com- 
municated with before any action was taken. 
This afternoon a band of a hundred miners 


armed with Winchesters took possession of a 
train on the Knoxville and Ohio road at Coal 


Creek en route for Clinton, where they hoped 
to be able to intercept the reinforcements, 
but they were too late. The issue is a grave 
One, for the miners are dynamiting in a dozen 
places the Knoxville and Ohio and Knoxville 
ana Waldens Ridge railroad to wreck any 
train carrymg militia.

SOMERBY’S BANK CLOSES ITS DOORS. 


Directors Refuse to Allow the Money to 
Go to anapolis. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Aug. 16.—The Mutual 
Banking, Surety, Trust, and Safe Deposit 
company, in which a large amount of funds 

to the order of the Iron Hall is de- 
posited, failed to open its doors this morning. 
Inquiry developed the fact that the directors 
of the bank ‘sad made an assignment 
for the benefit of the  stockhold. 
ers and depositors to A. E. Stockwell, attor- 
ney for the bank. Assignee Stockwell was 
found in company with H. G. Williams, 
Treasurer of the Iron Hall Buildmg company 
and also a Director of the bank, and was 
asked the reasons for the assignment. 
He repliel by referring to the recent suit 
for ‘a _ receivershi instituted against 
the Iron Hall at Indianapolis and the fact 
that $430,000 of the order’s money is on de- 
posit in the bank. “The lawyers for both 
sides in the receivership suit,” he continued, 
with the consent ana approval of Judge 
Taylor came here to take away the caeh and 
securities of the bank and remove them to 
Indianapolis, It was for the purpose of pro- 
tecting its creditors and keeping its assets 
within this jurisdiction that the assignment 
was made. 
The bank in my i sr is perfectly sol- 
vent. The directors, however, cannot permit 
their assets and securities to go out of this 
jurisdiction and thus compel their depositors 
to go to Indianapolis for their rights.“ Mr. 
Stockwell declared that it was impossible at 
this time for him to make any statement of 
the assets and liabilities of the institution. 
The demand for the Iron Hall funds, he said, 
was made yesterday during the joint meeting 
of the bank directors and officers of the order. 
The directors resisted the demand, and there 
was —? left to do but make an assign- 
men ; 

It is claimed by applicants for the receiver- 
mp at Indianapolis that $720,000 of the Iron 
Hall's funds are locked up in the institution, 
and that the Mutual company is also surety 
for the Iron Hall officers to the extent of 
$1,000,000, The amount on deposit is believed 
to include $170,000 said to have been advanced 

the Supreme Justice of the order

At that time the examiner claimed that the 
bank was insolvent and applied for a receiver. 
Among its assets set forth in the cashier’s affi- 
davit of defense was the good will of the 
corporation, valued at 3170, 000.“ This item 
was thrown out by the court and the bank or- 
dered to make good the impairmert, which it 
succeeded in doing, but has always refused to 
reveal whence the necessary $170,000 was ob- 
tained. In his testimony at Indianapolis the 
other day the Chief Justice Somerby —finally 
admit that the $170,000 had been given the 
bank by the officers of Iron Hall in order to 
save it from going into the hands of a receiver. 

Of the deposits subject to check, amounting 
to $492,855.37, the bulk 1 Iron Hail money, 
and the rest, it is said, is mainly funds of the 
other fraternal orders. The special deposits, 
$80,700.63, are, it is explained, deposits for a 
— purpose. In addition to the Iron 

all’s funds on deposit in the institution 
there is also locked. up $40,000 belonging to 
the Advance Beneficial Order, one of the 
short term organizations which went down in 
the general crash of such schemes about a 
year ago. 

The Advance order also made an assignment 
to A. E. Stockwell, wno deposited the funds 
of the Advance order in the bank of which he 
was counsel and now assignee. A few weeks 
ago pressure was brought on Stockwell to re- 
move the funds of the defunet beneficial so- 
ciety from the Mutual bank, but he refused, 
declaring the institution was perfectly solvent. 
Stockwell was on Aug. 3 elected a trustee of 
the Iron Hal: Building company.

ITS MAIDEN VOYAGE. 


THE STEAMER CHICORA COMES TO 
CHICAGO FROM ST, JOSEPH. 


Five Hundred People Make the Trip in 
Three Hours and Forty Minutes—Red 
Fire Burned Along the River Docks as 
a Welcome—The Boat Has State-Rooms 
for 250, Will Carry 1,800, and Is Fitted 
Up in Luxurious Style—Description of 
the Craft. : 

The Chicora, the new passenger propeller, 
made its first entrance into Chicago Harbor 
at 9o’clock last night. It was the vessel’s 
maiden trip across the lake, and it landed 500 


passengers at Graham & Morton’s docks at 


the foot of Wabash avenue. The trip was 
made in three hours and forty minutes and 
there wasn’t an accident or break of any sort 
to interrupt the journey. | 


The Chicora’s saloon 1s 190 feet long, and is 


finished in mahogany with pannels of peacock 
blue plush, and a velvetcarpet to match. The 
Chicora is licensed to carry 1,800 passengers, 
and the hurricane deck is soerranged that 
over half the number can be seated on it. 
Capt. Edward Stines, who commands the 
craft, and who has grown gray in his service 


on the lakes, said he had never walked the 


deck of a smoother sailing vessel. 

A good part of the way across the lake this 
afternoon,”’ he said last night as the Chicora 
pulled up to the dock, we ran at the rate of 
eighteen miles an hour, and so smoothly did 
it run that the passengers could scarcely 
made to believe we were going at half 
speed. I never made a more pleasant trip in

my hfe and never had a livelier or more jovial 
lot of passengers. No one was seasick and all 
seemed to have royal good time. 

The Chicora was built with a special view to 
rough service. It is the intention of the com- 
pany to run the vessel all winter. It is a new 
venture, but the management is of the belief 
that it will proye successful. 

A large crowd gathered at the docks last 
night to welcome the new lake grayhound,”’ 
as some of the vesselmen call the Chicora, 
and as it passed through the draw of the Rush 
street bridge red fire was burned along the 
docks so that the whole river from State to 
Rush streets was illuminated. 

As soon as the passengers were landed an- 
other load was taken on, and at 11:30 o’ciock 
the new vessel started out on its sécond trip 
across the lake to St. Joseph. 


| ‘A Description of the Boat. 

Tf the Chicora is as fast as it is handsome 
and complete it will undoubtedly rank with 
the best on Lake Michigan. The comfort 
and convenience of the passengers have been 
most thoroughly cared for by the builders of 
the vessel and expense and skill have not 
been spared in making a real floating palace. 

The Chicora is a double-screw steamer. It 
was designed by Frank E. Kirby, who super- 
intended its construction, and it was built by 
the Detroit Dry Dock company, costing 
Graham and Morton $160,000. It is complete 
in every detail. including furniture, carpets, 
bedding, and lighting. The social hall is fin- 
ished in oak and the cabin and state rooms in 
mahogany. There are state-room accommo- 
dations for 250 passengers. There are two 
state-rooins amidships, one on each side, ard 
are a number of double rooms. The interior 
decorations are similar to the must recently 
constructed Pullman palace cars. The stair- 
case is one of the most handsome ever built 
in any vessel and is a work of art in itself, 

The clerks’ and stewards’ departments are 
on the main deck, and, together with the 
smoking-room on the upper deck. are fin- 
ished in quarter-sawed oak. The passengers 
will have access to the hurricane deck, which 
is inclosed with railings and protected by 
awnings forward and aft. 

The length of the craft over all is 217 feet, 
and its breadth thirty-tive feet, with a two and 
a half foot gadrd, making its extreme width 
overall thirty feet. 
teen feet. The boat is diagonally iron- 
stripped, and has steel arches. It carries two 
masts with sail, and is built with the hurri- 
cane deck extended forward to the stern. 

The engines are triple expansion with cylin- 
ders twenty inches, thirty-three, and fifty-four 
by forty-two inch stroke piston. There are 
two steel Scotch boilers, fourteen feet in di- 
ameter by twelve feet long, and permitted to 
carry a pressure of 165 pounds of steam to the 
square inch. The vessel is equipped with 
the latest Fischer electric light plant 
and is supplied throughout with incandescent 
lights of sixteen candle power each. 

The crew consists of Capt. Edward Stines, 
First Mate, William Russell; Second Mate, 
George E. Leggett; First Engineer, Robert 
McClure; Purser, William J. Hancock; and 
Steward, Charles Springsteen.

Yet the business has far outgrown its 
accommodations and several times this season 
the Graham & Morton line has been com- 
pelied to put its patrons to serious incon- 
venience at St. Joseph. ;

New Impetus Given the Movement at a 
Mass Meeting of Citizens and the Repre- 
sentatives, of Various Organizations— 
Resolutions Adopted Urging General 
Action All Over the Country—The In- 
struction of Congressmen to Vote 0 
Annul the Provision Asked — Editor. 

Shepard Sharply Criticised. : 
A new impetus was given to the movement 
to have the World’s Fair open Sundays at a 


meeting of citizens and representatives of 


various organizations at Aurora Turner Hall 
last night. Ex- Judge C. B. Waite, President 
of the American Secular Union; John F. 
Geeting, Vice-President of the same society; 
A. F. Ballinger, Secretary of the National 
ligious Liberty Association, and J. W. Her- 
mann were the speakers of the evening. 
Henry Schurz, vice president of the Rhesn- 
laender Bund, acted as chairman. 

The assemblage expressed its sentiments in 
the following resolutions, which were passed 
unanimously: 

Wunnnas, fhe tate action of Congress in ro- 
lation to closing the gates of the Worid’s Fair on 
Sunday is inconsistent with the principles of in- 
dividual liberty of cunscience upon which our 
government was founded, and may be looked 
upon as a direct movement in favor of the union 
of church and state, be it 

Resolved, That it is the duty of every good citi- 
zen to do everything in his power to have the late 
action of Congress in reference to Sunday closing 
reversed. 

Resolved, That the people are requested to hold 
meetings all over the country and to pass resolu- 
tions requesting and instrucing their representa- 
tives in Congress to vote for the of the 
Sunday closing condition in the World's Fair ap- 
propriation. 

Washington, Hesing and Gen. Lieb, who 
were expected to address the meeting, failed 
to put in appearance. Mr. Hessing, the Sec- 
retary explained, had gone East and Gen. 
Lieb nad been detained by other business. 

J. F. Geeting was the first speaker, He de- 
clared that there had been too much lethargy 
on the part of the people in dealing with the 
closing question of the World’s Fair. The 
small minority had attempted to dictate to 
the majority and had diverted the government 
from its channel by religious legislation. : 

The clergy,’’ he said. has misrepresented 
the doctrines of Christianity. Women and 
children have signed petitions for closing the 
World’s Fair on Sunday many times. 
Che government of the United States is a 
secular government, and has never until now 
paid any attention to the views of any relig- 
ious sects. 

“The preachers say you shall. work six 
days in the week and rest on the seventh. 
Then they propose to make you rest on the 
first day of the week. 


Some Problems for Sabatarians, 


would like to know how the Sabatari- 
ans are going to solve the servant-girl prob. 
lem, who have to chop kindling wood 
on Sunday morning to get breakfast. 
or what they they propose to do with the sex- 
ton who sweeps the church Sunday and the 
coichman who drives the religious preacher 
to church. They say to you and your chil- 
dren: ‘ You should not go to see the World’s 
Fair Sunday, but should go to church. The 
Lord has made you poor and it is the will of 
the Lord that you should not see the great in- 
stitution of instruction, for had he willed it 
otherwise he would have made you rich.’ 

It you don’t go to church the clergy can- 
not get your money. It is to their interest to 
glose the World's Fair. Congress has no right 
to close the World's Fair. It is ‘na | 
batarian Fair, but a World’s Fair, a Fair for 
the people.

The first amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States, said C. B. Waite, “is 
that Congress shall pass no laws respecting: 
the establishment of any religion or pro- 
hibitmg the exercise of any religion. 
Judge Storey, one of the ablest Judges, de- 
clared that the object of the framers of the 
Constitution was not alune to prevent the es- 
tablishment of a national religion but also to 
prevent any religious legislation. This gov- 
erninent existed for over 100 years without 
ary religious legislation, and I guess 
we got along pretty well, did we not? 
Now the wiseacres of the church come for- 
ward and say they want religious legislation. 

»The good Col. Shepard, editor of the Mail 
and Express, comes forward now in a letter 
the says: ‘Now that the morals of the Exposi- 
tion are placed at a high grade,’ ete, It ap- 
pears that the Colonel wants to look after 
the morals of Chicago. We have been bad, 
and they want to make us good by closing 
the Fair Sunday.

What they 
want is to force you to go to the churches.

Congress was careful in wording the prohi- 
bition. It does not say that the gates shall be 
closed. It says the Exposition shall be closed. 
Now what is the Exposition? It is inside the 
buildings. Congress has no right to close the 
gates of the ground, it does not own it. If 
we assert our rights and the directors, who are 
in favor of Sunday openmg, will open the 
Fair, I'd like to know how Congress is going 
to close it. 7 

J. H. Hermann spoke in German. He said 
that the opposition had been working like 
mules, day and night. The opening of the 
Fair on Sunday was to the interest of the 
laboringmen. He appealed to his hearers on 
behalf of the foreign exhibitors and the whole 
civilized world to rise for their rights.

INATION TODAY. 


He Will Be Named to Lead the Wisconsin 
Republican Ticket—Koch of Milwaukee 
tor Second Place—Iowa Democrats Will 
Get Out a Straight Ticket—Gov. Winans 
Withdraws Under Pressure — Clever 
Scheme to Capture the Illinois Legisla- 
ture—143 Ballots Without a Result. 


John C. Spooner for Governor, John C. Koch 
for Lieutenant-Governor, and Atley Peterson 
for State Treasurer. These three nominations 
will be made by acclamation at the Republic- 
an State convention tomorrow, unless there is 
a change in the program before the conven- 
tion meets, All opposition to ex-Senator 
Spooner for Governor was removed 
as the result of a conference this after- 
noon between Mr. Spooner, Maj. Upham, 
George Griffin, and Senator Sawyer. When 
it was over Maj. Upham announced to his 
friends that he had retired from the race. 
Some of his friends were reluctant to receive 
his withdrawal, but Maj. Upham said that in 
the interest of harmony his withdrawal is 
final, unless there should be a contest for the 
nomination. In that event, he said, he would 
allow his name to be presented. Gen. Griffin 
also withdrew on the same conditions. 

This morning the Milwaukee delegation had 
a meeting and appointed a committee to wait 
on John C. Koch of this city, to see if he 
would allow the delegation to present his 
name for Lieutenant-Governor. He con- 
sented, and the committee reported Mr. 
Koch's answer to the Milwaukee delegation 
tonight, and the delegation unanimously 
agreed to support Mr. Koch. 

As its is generally conceded that Milwaukee 
is entitled to a place on the ticket it is certain 
that Mr. Koch’s nomination will be by accla- 
mation. Mr. Koch is a prominent German 
Lutheran and a son-in-law of John Pritzlaff, 
who is to head the Republican Electoral tick- 
et as one of the Electors-at-Large. 

As soon as Maj. Upham announced his with- 
drawal from the gubernatorial race R. W. 
Jackson of Shawno announced himself as a 
candidate for Secretary of State. Two years 
ago Mr. Jackson was a candidate for State 
Treasurer, and his name was again promi- 


nently mentioned this year as a candidate for 


the same position, however, he was reluctant 
to enter the contest so long as Maj. Upham 
was in the field for Governor. This leaves 
Atley Peterson without opposition for State 
Treasurer. Mr. Peterson served two terms as 
Railroad Commissioner, and he is regarded as 
a ptrticularly strong candidate especially 
ag oe 3 the Norwegians. 

Perhaps the most interesting contest in the 
convention will be that for Secretary of State, 
there being three active candidates, and, while 
tonight Mr. Jackson’s friends appear the more 
confident, J. Hega of Lake Geneva and O. L. 
Rosenkranz of Oconomowoc have strong 
hopes. Mr. Jackson figures on Maj. Upham’s 
following supporting him, together with a 
large number of other delegates from the 
northern part of the State.

Mr. Rosenkranz is claim- 
ing the Fourth and Fifth Districts delegates 
and hopes to secure in time the supporters of 
one of the other candidates.

On a certain occasion he was over- 
tempted to buy a piece of cheese; but, re- 
proaching himself with extravagance, he put 
the cheese into a bottle and contented himeelf, 
and obliged the boy to do the same, with 
rubbing the crust against the bottle, enjoy- 
ing the cheese in imagination. One day, 
returning home later than usual, the mer- 
chant found his son eating his crust which 
he constantly rubbed ainet the door, 
What are you about, you fool?“ was his ex- 
cela mation. It is dinner time, father. You 
have the key, so, as I could not open the door, 
T was rubbing my bread against it, as I could 
not get to the bottle.” Cannot you go 
without cheese one day, you luxurious little 
rascal? You’il never be rich.“ And the 
angry miser kicked the poor boy for not hav- 
ing been able to deny himself the ideal grati- 
fication. 


Sow Rye for Pasturage. 

Acrop of rye for late pasturage is almost a ne- 
cessity on all farms where stock-raising is made 
aspecialty. Ryeisa crop that provides green 
food long after pasture grass is gone, and it 
springs up so early in the spring that green food 
may be had from it before grass appears, after 
the winter is over. It is a crop that occupies the 
land at a time when it will be in the way of no 
other crop and requires no cultivation, or labor 
other than the preparation of the soil and seed- 
ing. It also keeps the weeds down and crowds 
the early ones out in the Spring. Considering its 
small cost for seed and labor and the many ad- 
vantages which it holds out as a pasture crop it 
is worthy a place on every farm. It may 
plowed under in the spring in time to permit of a 
corn crop, or it may be retained for its grain and 
straw, and that, too, after the cattle have grazed 
upon it early in the spring, the straw of rye being 
superior to that of wheat for many purposes, 
while the grain always commands a ready sale.— 
Philadelphia Record.

F. W. Buskirk Outlines the Status and 
Policy of His Road. 

F. W. Buskirk, Assistant General Passenger 
Agent of the New York, Lake Erie and West- 
ern and the Chicago and Erie railroads, popu- 
larly known as the “Erie lines,” which are 
involved in the Buffalo strike, said yesterday: 

„We have thus fargexperieneed no incon- 
venience in passenger or freight traffic, be- 
cause of the strike, between Chicago and New 
York. We have two lines between the two 
cities and our main line from Chicago and 
Cincinnati to New York is unaffected, We 
sent out 1,400 people from Chicago at 4 p. m. 
today for Niagara Falls. There would not 
one of them have gone had there been any 
liability of danger. Our troubles with the 
switchmen will surely be settled this after- 
noon, 

There are three separate and distinct rail- 
way systems on which this strike has been 
made, Western New York and Pennsyl- 
vania road, the Lehigh Valley system, and the 
Erie lines. The Lehigh Valley is the one of 
which Mr. McLead is * and is a part 
of the system which has been . 
in litigation in Eastern courts for 
the alleged forming of a combination in railw 
lines as well as cornering the anthracite coal 
output. The other two systems, that is our 
own and the Western New York and Pennsyl- 
vania, are simply railway lines doing passen- 
ger and freight business, but have never been 
dragged into court to answer to the charge of 
violation of law in railway combinations or 
coal corners. We believe we are entitled to 
have this distinction made. I believe the Erie 
lines and the Western New York will at an 
early date grant the demands of the strikers. 
Of the three systems the only one running 
into Chicago is our lines. The other two are 
exclusively Eastern roads.

STRIKE MAY COME AS A BOYCOTT. 


Chances of the Buffalo Trouble Reaching 
Chicago Discussed by Trainmen. 

The chance of the strike of railway switch- 
men spreading from Buffalo to Chicago is as 
yet problematic. It may rival the strike of 
1877 or may be contined to the East. Many 
of the great trunk lines, it appears, fear it will 
reach Chicago and are preparing their busi- 
ness so as to meet it, should it come. A vet- 
eran Illinois Central railway engineer, who 
has held high positions in the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, said yesterday: 

As an order we are not in the fight. It 
may spread in the indirect way of boycott all 
all over the land. Should it do so there will 
be little sympathy. for the railway company. 
I say company because we have a tip that all 
the companies will grant» the demands today 
except the Lehigh Valley.. That is the com- 
pany that is interested in the Reading rail- 
way combine and the anthracite coal trust. I 
would not say that the engineers would join 
in the strike. We will have to wait for de.

MR. GLADSTONE’S NEW MINISTRY. 
Mr. Gladstone has gone through an irksome 


part of his official duties as fourth time Pre- 


mier of Great Britain. He has had his inter- 
view with her Majesty. He has kissed the 
hands of the royal lady, and submitted the 
names of his Cabinet Ministers, which she has 
approved. The Prince of Wales, with the 
courtesy which distinguishes him from the 
other living members of the Guelphi family, 
tried to make it as pleasant as possible for 


the Premier by joining the royal party at 


Osborne on the occasion of the Grand Old 
Man’s visit, and the affair is happily over. 
The cast for the Cabinet differs materially 


from the “common rumor” list, and isstrong- 


er. Sir William Harcourt will be the Grand 
Old Man’s First Lieutenant, but recognizing 
that Harcourt is not as strong in defense as he 
is in attack, and also the unreadiness of Mor- 
ley in offhand debate, Mr. Asquith, the 
ablest of the young Liberals, a brilliant 
debater, is to be the Second Lieuten- 


ant. Mr. Balfour will find him a strong 


antagonist. This young Scotch lawyer 
becomes Home Secretary, and Henry Hartley 
Fowler, who was mentioned for that place, 
has to be content with the Presidency of the 
Local Government Board, Chamberlain’s old 
place. Fowler, an able man, is the leader of 
the Methodists in the new House of Com- 
mons, and will doubtless be content with 
promotion to Cabinet rank. He was a mem- 
ber of the last Gladstone Ministry, but did 
‘not have a seat in the Cabinet. Lord Spencer, 
an able man of great executive ability, be- 
comes Chief of the Navy Department, and 
cannot fail to-be an improvement on the dull 
Lord George Hamilton, who held the post 
under the Tories. 

But perhaps the most acceptable appoint- 
ment is that of Lord Rosebery as Foreign 
Minister. The Scottish Earl is able, strong- 
willed, and popular with all classes. As a 
diplomat he is chief among Englishmen, 
His selection will be a disappointment to the 
Unionist Jingoes like Chamberlain and 
Goschen, who desired a weak man who would 
blunder for the place. 

Of course there will be criticism of the new 
ministry and the most likely one on the part 
of the English will be that there are too mary 
Seotchmen in the list. Mr. Gladstone is of 


Scotch blood, Lord Rosebery a Scotch peer. 


Besides Mr. Asquith, Mr. Campbell-Banner- 
man, and Sir George Trevelyan three Scottish 
members are booked for Cabinet places, and 
Lord Aberdeen is to have the Canadian vice- 
royalty. 

Mr. Morley is selected for the Irish Secre- 
taryship at the request of the Irish members. 
Mr. Labouchere could have the Postmaster 
Generalship if he would give up the editor- 
ship of Truth, but Arnold Morley will be an 
acceptable man in this place. Arthur Acland 
will be the new Minister of Education, an ex- 
cellent and popular appointment. Thomas 
Burt, the Labor member, will have an Under- 
secretaryship, and the younger Radicals, like 
Prof. Bryce, Sydney Buxton, and Mr. 
Channing, will be given plaves suitable to 
their experience and ability. Sir Charles 
Russell will be English Attorney-General 
without a seat in the Cabinet for a few 
months, and will doubtless soon be promoted 
to tne Chief Justiceship. This will be satis- 
factory to the Irish members. The new Irish 
law appointments are popular also. 

The wooden men like Kimberley, Ripon, and 
Mundella, are stowed away where they will do 
the least harm. The difficulty of Mr. Glad- 
stone has been that those persons had claims 
on him on account of old times and their con- 
tributions to the too meager Liberal election 
fund. Another difficulty has been to select 
from the large number of promising young 
men of his party of whom Asquith and Acland 
are the finest types. Gladstone has now 
months in which to reduce his political poli- 
cies to bilis before meeting the first working 
session of the new Parliament. 

REDEEMING SILVER CERTIFICATES WITH 
GOLD. 

No doubt remains as to the settled policy of 
the government to sustain all the currency at 
par with gold. Last Monday the Treasury 
paid out $1,000,000 in gold to Messrs. Heidel- 
back, Ickelheimer & Co. of New York in re- 
demption of $1,000,000 in silver Treasury 
nates, and the gold left our shores yesterday 
for Germany. This may be satisfactory 
enough to the firm named and its correspond- 
ents, and also to many who. have feared that 
the par of our silver currency would not be 
maintained. But the action is one which 
prominently exposes the absurdity of our 
present financial status, and for that reason 
should be duly considered by every one hav- 
mg at heart the stability of our currency and 
the honor of the government. It is pertinent 
to ask if these could not be much better sus- 
tained in some other way. 

The whole process is a most extraordinary 
one. The government is obliged to purchase 
4,500,000 ounces of silve. each month and is- 
sue money certificates for its commercial 
value. The holders of those certificates dis- 
pose of them as they choose. They are gath- 
ered up by foreigners or their agents and 
taken to the Treasury for redemption.. There 
they are redeemed in gold, while the silver 
against which those certificates were issued in 
the first place remains piled up inert, dead, 
un-get-at-able in the Treasury, and of no use 
whatever. The transaction has accomplished 
nuthing except to take from the hands of the 
government a million dollars’ worth of 
gold, which has been of vital use in maintain- 
ing the integrity of our general paper circula- 
tion, and substituting for it a lot of depreciat- 
ed silver bullion, which lies idle in the Treas- 
ury vaults, 

This process cannot be carried on indefl- 
nitely, We have got a billion dollars in green- 
backs, national bank notes, and silver certifi- 
cates in various forms outstanding which it is 
expected to keep at par with gold, while we 
have little more than one-tenth of the gold 
necessary to redeem them in case thete was a 
heavy demand for redemption. What is to be

individual, State, and national. The govern- 
ment has done well to resolve to follow the 
national policy as outlined i in the act of July, 
1890, but Congress ought not much longer to 
feel compelled to sustain the credit of the 
Nation by furnishing gold for export in ox- 


change for certificates issued against the de- 


posit of silver bullion in the Treasury. 


PERSISTING 7 A DELIBERATE FALSE- 
HOOD. 

The junior Democratic organ, wishing to 
make its readers believe that the cheap for- 
eign goods which would come in with a rush 
under free trade would not drain the country 
of its coin, asserted, though it knew it to be 
udtrue, that between 1846 and 1861 the United 
States, having then the low tariffs of 1846 and 
1857, imported more gold than it exported, 
Tun Trreunz exposed the bombastic false- 
hood and gave the official figures to show that 
the exports of gold exceeded the imports by 
about $400,000,000; the total excess of exports 
of all kinds of coin and bullidn being just 
3419, 780.000. 

Caught in its lie and yet kept back by false 
shame from admitting it, the junior organ as- 


serts that during 1848-’61 the United States im- 


ported very nearly $42,000,000 more gold than 
it exported, and refers to a table in the sta- 


tistical abstract printed by the Treasury De- 


partment purporting to give by years the 
value of gold coin and bullion imported and 


exported. With characteristic dishonesty the. 


organ oinits to give the note at the foot of the 


table, which reads thus: 

Norz.— The exports of domestic gold, not being 
stated separately prior to 1861, are included in the 
exports of domestic silver. 


Another table shows that the amount of 
“domestic silver exported during the period 
in question was $454,000,000. But as the 
junior organ knows very well, though it pre- 
tends to hide its knowledge of tne fact, that 
‘silver’ was all gold. During the years in 
question the value of the silver mined 
in the United States was only 
one and a half millions, whereas the 
American gold mined was about $700,000,000. 
If all the silver coined in the United States 
during those fourteen years had been exported 
it would not have made more than sixty 
million dollars. The bulk of the silver coin- 
age was iu fractionals—hal ves, quarters, dimes. 
Very few standard dollars were eoined. 

Tae Trreune insists that the junior organ 
undeceive its readers, and tell them that it lied 
—under a mistake to them when it said that the 
imports of gold exceeded the exports between 
1846 and 1861, when in point of fact the exports 
of coin exseed the imports by 419 millions, 
and that it has done so to protect its shaky 
free trade position. 


THE DEMORALIZED BUMS, 

The junior Democratic organ is in a state 
of great excitement, and pretends it is due to 
what it calls the demoralization of the City 
Goveru ment.“ It says in tones of acute 
anguish that the most shameless partisan- 
ship ever known in Chicago has intruded 
itself into the municipal machine.”

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OUR FLOODS OF LAST SPRING. 

In the current number of the North Ameri- 
can Review Maj. Powell discusses the effects 
of the floods of last spring in the United 
States. The average rainfall for the whole 
earth is about four feet per annum. In this 

ountry it varies from 10 to 50 inches, but in 

some places much exceeds 50, the annual 
rainfall in the northwestern part of the State 
of Washington being 125inches. It is the 
concentration of rain in brief intervals of 
time that brings disastrous floods. A great 
rainfall may extend over a great area, but 
oftener it is limited to a small district. 
Man longs for gentle and frequent rains.“ 
It isthese that fertilize the soil and are the 
beneficent harbingers of abundant harvests, 
while tne flood is a power of destruction. 
Hence it has long been the dream of man- 
kind to control the clouds. 


The writer is smoothly severe upon people 
who are possessed with the idea that they can 


produce storms, raise earthquakes, or even 
control the rains and change the climate by 
boring artesian wells. Making noises over- 
head does not bring the water up from the 
sea, does not fill the dry air with moisture, 
and cannot discharge from a saturated body 
of air such a quantity of moisture as would 
be of any value to thirsty fields,””’ But science 
is helping in another direction. The rivers of 
the United States carry off from 20 to 63 per 
cent of the rainfall, and floods can be con- 
trolled by taking care of the remainder. In 
the arid portions there are hundreds of creeks 
and small rivers the waters of which roll out 
to desert sands and are there evaporated. 
Very little of the rainfall there is carried 
to the sea, but most of it could be 
utilized for purposes of irrigation, and 
it may be expected that in the near future all 
the rivers of the arid region, embracing about 
40 per cent of the entire area of the United 
States, will be thus controlled and used. All 
the flood waters will be caught and stored, and 
the whole of that vast empire freed from the 
threatening terrors of flood. This will not 
happen through any immense engineering 
works devised to control the rivers themselves, 
but it will come by controlling in detail the 
smaller streams that unite to make the rivers. 
The Missouri and most of its tributaries on 
the western side will ultimately all be used for 
irrigation, and the resulting relief from floods 
will be felt even in the lower valley of the 
Missigsippi, to which it now supplies about 
nine-tenths of the obstructions that choke it, 
though comparatively little of the water which 
flows in the channel, 

The water egy 1 from bills is far more 
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other stimulant that man has devised. For 
this reason it may be expected that irrigation |~ 
will be practiced all over the United States. 
„Soon we shall see every farmer carrying a 
little stream of water upon his land and there- 
by greatly multiplying the products of the 
soil, All this will gid in the amelioration of 
floods.“ The Missouri and its tributaries of- 
fer perhaps the most inviting field, and it is 
now being cultivated as it were by sample, 
the work already achieved being only an in- 
dex of what is to be accomplished ere long. 
To the extent of land there that can be thus 
enriched, so vast that it can hardly be esti- 


mated, may be added 4,000,000 acres on and 


near the course of the Snake River, nearly 
3,000,000 in the San Joaquin Valley, 
and numerous other tracts of large 
though lesser extent on both sides of the Rock- 
ies and on the great Pacific slope. The region 
west of the Missouri, except a part of North 
Dakota, includes about all the arid regions of 
the United States north from Texas, anda 
great portion of this will be brought success- 
fully under cultivation by the utilization ot 
the water courses within the next few years. 
That will mean an addition of not less than 


| 10,000,000 souls to the population of the coun-

THE SKOKIE CUT-OFF AND THE CALUMET. 

The Inter- Ocean hastens to the defense of 
the Skokie cut-off project of the Drainage 
Trustees, but that is not astonishing. There 
is no scheme, no matter how expensive and 
useless, which it will not defend provided it 
bears the Cooley water- mark. He is the 
guide, philosopher, and friend of the Inter- 
Ocean, which follows blindly where he leads 
the way and which has so little intelligence 
that it is quite likely that it does not know 
what that schemer and his associates are driv- 
ing at. Possibly, being somewhat stupid, it 
is not aware that the first step of the 
Trustees would be to cut a channel 
from the upper North Branch to the 
lake; the second to widen and deepen the 
North Branch from the point where the cut-off 
intercepted it; the third to make a harbor at 
the eastern terminus of the cut-off, which 
would be far more valuabie than that of Wau- 
kegan because it would have an interior con- 
nection with Chicago; and the fourth to build 
permanent bridges across the main river, and 
thus give a special value to the new northern 
harbor. And as the District Trustees cannot 
make special assessments outside their dis- 
trict most of the money used in paying for 
these improvements would come out of the 
pockets of the taxpayers of the district. Any- 
thing of that sort is a corrupt job. 

Tun Tuns is against the Skokie cut-off 
for the reasons it has often stated and none 
other, The Inter-Orean states that the reason 
for the opposition is that this paper is the 
organ of the Calumet ring.“ 
same thing often before in its feeble way and 
no notice was taken ofit. But as it seems in- 
clined to hang on to that moldy chestnut 
and not throw it to the pigs, where it belongs, 
Taz Trisunz will take the trouble 
to state distinctly that it does not 
know of the existence of any Cal- 
umet ring, past or present; that it 
has never belonged to or been asked to join 
any such organization, and has not been the 
organ of it or of any person or persons -who 
are interested directly or indirectly in the 
Calumet country. Neither this paper nor its 
propriecors have or ever had any interest in 
that region, and care no more for its develop- 
ment than for that of any other part of the 
city. 

Having favored that section of the law 
which provided for the creation of a separate 
drainage district for the Calumet it did not 
** bemoan the fact that the Chicago district 
did not go south to Lake Calumet. 
When the boundaries of the Chicago dis- 
trict were being fixed this paper wanted the 
dividing line to be at Seventy-ninth instead of 
Eighty-seventh street, because much or most 
of the territory south of Seventy-ninth street 
drains naturally into the Calumet, and it said 
that if this district was going to encroach on 
the future southern one a mile or more it 
ought to take it all in, but that it should not 
take an inch of it. It has always preferred 
that the Calumet tub should stand on its own 
bottom, and its taxpayers cut and pay for 
their own drainage channel to the Sag when 
they get ready, early in the next century. 

So much for the Calumet. It is unnecessary 
for any paper to poke around in the swamps 
of that region to find reasons why Tuz TM- 
UNE opposes the Cooley Skokie and other 
cut-offs up north. It fights them because 
they are to advance private and not public in- 
terests, and because money spent on them 
would be thrown away for sanitary purposes 
of Chicago. 

Tan Jackson (Miss.) correspondent of the 
Philadelphia Press has sent a letter to that 
paper showing how effectually the new Con- 
stitution of Mississippi has disfranchised the 
negro voters. The registration of the State 
has just been completed and cuts the negro 
vote down from 147,205 to 8,615, or about 8,000 
voters for 600,000 population. In 1880 there 
were 130,278 co.ored voters, a colored majority 
of 22,024. Today the negro males over 21 
years of age number 147,205 and the colored 
majority, if they were allowed to vote, would 
be 37,105, but only one colored man in seven- 
teen is allowed to vote. The net result of the 
new Constitution is shown in the following 
registration:

Gladstone Returns from Osborne House— 
' Labouchere Disappointed, 
[SPECIAL CABLE. } 

Loxpox, Aug. 16.—Mr. Gladstone expresses 
himself to his intimates as delighted at the 
way in which the Queen received and treated 
him at Osborne House. The Queen, without 
doing anything to indicate that he needed any 
special consideration on account of the infirm- 
ities of age, yet contrived in many ways to 
minister to his comfort and make his visit and 

the resuit of the journey as little fatiguing as 
possible. The reception tendered Mr. Giad- 
stone at Southampton was notable among the 
numerous demonstrations with which he was 
The Mayor, many of the other mu- 
nicipal officers, Canon Wilberforce, and nu- 
merous other promineat persons were present. 
This afternoon Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone at- 
_ ” tended the wedding of Mary, daughter of the 
late Lord Granville, to Hugh Morrison, and 
later Mr. Gladstone conferred with Sir Will- 
Harcourt, Earl Spencer, Lord Rosebery, 
ohn Morley, and other men chosen as mei- 
rs of his Ministry. He informed them of 
the Queen’s acceptance of their names and 
the official list of the Ministers was at once 
1 The conference lasted two hours and 
a half. 

The chief surprise in the list of Ministers 
are the names of Lord Houghton and Mr. 
Acland. Lord Houghton's father, better 
known as the poet Monckton Milnes, was a 
great friend of Gladstone,who has unbounded 
confidence in the abilities of hisson. Acland 
has had no official training to fit him fer his 
„new post, but he is a bright and capable man. 

His special hobby is education. He is also 
prominent in movements on behalf of the 
working classes. Heisa good debater and 
will do good work for the government in the 
House.

friendship for his father, Samuel Morley. 
There is no doubt that Henry Labouchere 
teels slighted in not having been invited to 
any office.

Some uneasiness is felt lest this 
presages the sacrifice of all reforms except 
the particular one of Irish home rule, which 
Mr. Gladstone has so much at heart. It is be- 
lieved that the Premier himself was desirous 
of having new blood among his colleagues, 
but yielded to the advice of old friends and 
udvocates who did not share his views on that 
int. 
5 minutes after leaving Osborne 
House Mr. Gladstone was on board the Al- 
berta, the lines were cast off, and the yacht 
was steaming across the Solent. A choppy 
sea was running and the yacht rolied and 
pitched quite heavily, making the passage one 
of discomfort.

Despite the fallmg rain and the general 
cheerlessness of the day, a large crowd, among 
which were many ladies, waited for hours to 
receive Mr. Gladstone in the vicinity of Mr. 
Stewart Bondles’ house in Carlton Gardens, 
where Mr. Gladstone is stopping until he 
takes up his official residence in Downing 
street. When he drove up to the house from 
Waterloo Station he was greeted by the crowd 
waving hats, umbrellas, and handkerchiefs, 
and cheering him to the echo. He smilingly 
bowed his thanks for the reception and then 
entered the house. 


«MR. GLADSTONE AND HIS CABINET, 


Sketches of the Men Chosen to Office in the 
New Government, 
Following are sketches of the men Mr. Glad- 
stone has selected for the most responsible 
offices in the new Liberal Government: 
Prime Minister and First Lord of the Treas- 
ury. 

The Rt.-Hon. William Ewart Gladstone, four 
times Prime Minister of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, was born in Liverpool Dec. 29, 1809, being 
the fourth son of Sir John Gladstone of Kincar- 
dineshire, Scotland. He was educated at Eton 
C and Christ Church, Ox@ord, and was 
graduated, taking a double first class, in 1831. He 
entered the House of Commons at the general 

election of 1832.as member for Newark. Young 
Gladstone began political life as a Tory. He 
entered at Lincoln's Inn, but never Nr ut

Secretary ot State for Foreign Affairs. 
The Rt.-Hon. Archibald Philip Primrose, 
Earlof Rosebery.is one of the youngest and 
brightest of Liberal peers and statesmen. He was 
born in London in 1847 and was educated at Kton 


College and Christ Church, Oxford. In 1868 he 


succeeded his grandfather as fifth Earl of Rose- 
bery, inheriti vast estates in Midlothian and 
elsewhere. Called so young to the House of 
Lords he distinguished himself an Sat body by 
his advocacy of an improv educational 
system and of many other measures of 
reform. He has been Lo Rector of 
the Universities of Aberdeen and Edinburgh 
and President of the Social Science Congress. 
From August 1881 to June 1883 he served as Un- 
der-Secretary of State for the Home department, 
and in November 18384 be became First Commis- 
sioner of Public Works. In Mr. Gladstone's 
third administration he served as Secretary of 
Foreign Affairs, one of the most important of 
Cabinet positions, Lord Rosebery married in 
1878 a daughter of the multi-millionaire banker 
Baron Rothschild, but lost his wife in 1890. 


Lord Chancellor. 


The Rt.-Hon. Farrer Herschel (Baron Her- 
schel) was born in 1837, the son of the Rev. R. 
H. Herschel, a clergyman of Hebrew” descent. 
He was educated at University College, London, 
and at Bonn; was called to the bar in 1860, and be- 
came a Queen’s Counsel twelve years later. From 
1574 to 1885 he sat in Parliament for Durham as a 
Liberal; in 1 he became _ Solicitor-General 
under Mr. Gladstone, and in 1886 was createda 
Peer on his appointment as Lord Chancellor. 


Chancellor of the Exchequer. 


Sir William George Granville Venables Vernon 
Harcourt, Q. C. and M. P., was born Oct. 14, 1527, 
was educated at Trinity College, Cambridge. and 
graduated: with high honors in 1851. e was 
called to the bar of the Inner Temple three years 
later, and, after being concerned in several im- 

rtant law cases, was made a Queen’s Counsel 
n 1866. Mr. Vernon Harcoart, as he was then 
known, was one of the earliest contributors to 
the Saturday Review, and wrote over 
the signature of Historicus many ar- 
ticles on international law and other sub- 
jects for the Londen Times. His first 
attempt in politics was in 1858. when he unsuc- 
cessfully contested the Kirkaldy (Scotland) 
burghs, and he did not succeed in obtaining ad- 
mission to Parliament until 1868, when the Cit 
of Oxford returned him asa Liberal. In the fol- 
lowing year he became Professor of International 
Law in the University of Cambridge, and in 1873 
he was knighted on his appointment of Solicitor- 
General in the Gladstone Ministry. Resigning 


that office with his party in February, 1874, Sir 


William remained in opposition for six years. In 
May, 1880, Mr. Gladstone, who then returned 
to power, nominated him for Home 
Secretary. Sir William contested Oxford 
on his acceptance of office, but was 
defeated by a Conservative. Auother seat was 
found for him, and he remained in the Liberal 


Cabinet until June, 1885, being reélected for Derby 
in that and the following year. 


In 1886 he became 
Chancellor of the Exchequer under Mr. Gladstone, 
and went out with his party on their defeat in 
1886. Sir William has been twice married, his 
second wife bei an of the historian, 
John Lothrop Motley ith Chamberlain, Sir 
Henry James, and other prominent whilom Liber- 
als acting with the Tories, and Hartington in the 
Upper House, the way wascleared for Harcourt, 
who 1s considered as Mr. Gladstone’s first lieu- 
tenant ana his probable successor in the leader- 
ship of the Liberal party. 


Home Secretary. 


Herbert Henry Asquith was the most distinct 
success on the Liberal side of the last Parliament. 
He is a Scotchman by birth, was educated in the 
City of London School and at Oxford, where he 
was President of the union. He is now 40, and 
after six years in Parliament becomes Home Sec- 
retary. This is unprecedented progress. He is a 
barrister, and was first brought into prominence 
asalawyer by Sir Charles Russell. He had a 
brief for Parnell and the Irish members before 
the Hannen-Smith-Day Commission. His eross- 
examination of Machonald. the manager of the 
Times, was a feature of that case. He is a mem- 
ber of the leading Radical organization, the 
Eighty club. He has been a contributor to the 
Economist and Spectator, but has abandoned, fur 
a lawyer, such dangerous courses. Mr. Asquith 
made his mark in Parliament first by an admir- 
able speech on the address in 1887, and in the 
country by an address at the Nottingham Liberal 
conference in 1888. He must abandon the prac- 
tice of law to perform his ministeriai duties.

The Rt.-Hon. Henry Campbell-Bannerman, M. 
P., the son of Sir James yar was born in 
1836 and was educated at the University of Glas- 
gow and at Trinity College, Cambridge. He as- 
sumed the additional name of Bannerman in ac- 
cordance with the will of an uncle. He entered 
the House of Commons as Liberal member for 
the Stirling (Scotland) District in 1868: was Fi- 
nancial Secretary at the War Office from 1871 to 
1874 and from 1880 to May, 1882. He then became 
Secretary to the Admiralty. and on the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Trevelyan in 1884 was appointed Chief 
Secretary for Ireland. In Mr. Gladstone’s third 
Cabinet he was Secretary of State for War. 


First Lord of the Admiralty. 


John Poyntz Spencer (EarPSpencer), K. G., was 
born in 1835, was educated at Harrow and at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, and was graduated 
from the latter in 1857. In December, 1568, he be- 
came Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland and held that 
office until the Gladstone Ministry resigned in 
February, 1874. In 1880 he became Lord President 
of the Council in the second Gladstone govern- 
ment, and in May, 1882, resigned that office to 
again become Lord Lieutenant. He arrived in 
Dublin to assume his duties May 6, the day that 
Lord Frederick Cavendish and T. A. Burke were 
murdered in Phoenix Park.

He succeeded to the title of Baron Wodehouse in 
1846 and was created Earl of Kimberley in 1866. 
From 1852 to 1861 he held various offices in the 
Department of Foreign Affairs under Lords Aber- 
deen and Palmerston. From 1863 to July, 1866, he 
was Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, from 1568 to 1870 
Lord of the Privy Seal, and from July, 1870, until 
1874 retary of State for the Colonies. The lat- 
ter office he resumed on Mr. Gladstone's return to 
power in May, 1580. Later he was Chancellor of

Sir George Otto Trevelyan is a nephew of Lord

(Inner Temple), and represented Tynemouth from 
1865-68. He has been successively a Lord of the 
Admiralty, Secretary of the Admiralty, Uhief Sec- 
retary for Ireland, Chancellomof the Duchy (with 
a seat in the Cabinet), and Secretary of State for 
Scotland. He has written several successful 
books, besides the admirable memoir of his illus- 
trious uncle, Lord Macaulay, above alluded to. 

He resigned the office which he held in the 
Gladstone Ministry when the Home Rule bill was 
introduced in 1886. He was defeated for reélec- 
tion in the Hardickburghs as a Liberal-Unionist 
the same year, and retarned to the Gladstonian 
fold when Mr. Gladstone agreed to continue the 
irish representation at Westminster. He was 
elected as a Home Ruler for the Bridgeton di- 
vision of Glasgow in 1887, and was reélected last 
month by an increased majority. Justin McCarthy 
bas said that a brilliant literary career was 
spoiled when Trevelyan took to politics. Ia the 
latter field he has not been a great success. 


Postmaster-General. 


Arnold e the fourth son of Samuel Mor- 
ley, who was a Member of Parliament, a leader of 
the Non-Conformists, and Chief of the Liberation 
Society, which had for its object the disestablieh- 
ment of the English Church, in his day. He is in 
his 44th year, is rich, and a bachelor. He is a 
Cambridge man, was a barrister, and enjoyed 
good practice, but retired. He is said to be one 
of the best-looking men in the House of Com- 
mons. He has been chief whip of the Liberal 
party and is exceedingly popular. He is a strict 
adical, being Vice-President of the Eighty Club. 


Vice-President of the Council of Education. 


Arthur Herbert Dyke Acland is the son of Sir 
Thomas Acland, one of Gladstone’s oldest and 
warmest friends, who represented one of the 
Cornwall Divisions for many years in the House 
of Commons. The younger Acland represents the 
Rotterdam Division of Yorkshire and is one of a 
brilliant group of Oxford men in the House. He 
was a friend of the late Arnold Toynbee (whom 
he succeeded as bursar of Balliol) and has taken 
an active part in all the social causes and move- 
ments with which Toynbee’s name is identified. 
In particular Mr. Acland has devoted himself to 
cooperation. Mr. Acland was also for some years 
Secretary for the Oxferd local lectures scheme 
and has done much to extend higher education, 
especially among the codperative societies. He 
was educated at Rugby and Christ Church and 
was, until his election to Parliament, steward of 
“the House” as well as bursar of Balliol. He is 
45 and is the right man in the right place at the 
head of the Educational Department, for that is 
what the Vice-Presidency of the Council means. 


Viceroy of Ireland, 


Robert. Offiey Ashburton Milnes, the secona 
Baron Houghton, was born Jan. 12, 1858, and is, 
therefore, not yet 35 years of age. He married in 
1880 Sibyl, daughter of Sir Frederick Graham and 
granddaughter of the Duke of merset. His 
wife died in 1887, leaving three daughters. Baron 
Houghton has beena Lord in Waiting of the 
Queen. His father, the first Baron. who died in 
1385, was Monckton Milnes, the poet politician.”’ 
The appointment of Houghton is said to be due 
to the solicitation of Lord Crewe, an immense] 
wealthy peer wlio has remained loyal to Gl d 
stone despite many inducements to desert im. 
Lord Crewe has determined on Houghton as his 
heir, and will contribute generously towards the 
hospitalities of Duplin Castle. 


Zetiand Retires from Dublin Castle. 

Dusit, Aug. 16.—The Earl of Zetland, the 
retiring Viceroy of Ireland, held a farewell 
reception in Dublin Castle today after which 
he left the city by train from Westland Row 
Station. The streets from the castle to the 
station were lined with troops. The Earl was 
on horseback and was accompanied by Gen. 
Sir Garnet Wolseley, Commander of the 
troops in Ireland. A large number of people 
watched the departure of the Viceroy and he 
was warmly cheered as he rode to the station. 


The Light-Brown Shoe. 

The progress of the light-brown shoe movement 
this year is even more noticeable than it was last 
year, which may have been the first year, if it 
were not the second year, of that movement in 
this vicinity. Weare assured that over 100,000 
pairs of light-brown shoes have been sold here 
since the opening of the spring trade, and it is 
estimated that shoes ofthis kind are now worn 
by about a quarter of a million of the denizens of 
Now York and Brooklyn, The great majority of 
the wearers of them are men, but many women 
are also knownto wear them. If the movement 
in their favor continues to grow as rapidly as it 
has grown for the last two or three years they 
will be the ordinary wear of New-Yorkers before 
the bells ring out our dwindling century. 

The change has affected the leather trade, the 
shoemakers’ trade, the shoe sellers’ business, the 
blacking business, the shoestring business, and 
the shoeblacks’ business. It is no trifling thing, 
this brown shoes movement, or cause, or reform, 
or propaganda.— New York Sun.

[Spencer Compton Cavendish, the Duke of 
Devonshire, better known_in this country and 
perhaps in England as the Marquis of Harti n, 
isnowin his 60th year. @ is, as everybody 
knows, the son of the late Duke of Devonshire, and 
was once leader of the House of Commons during 
the temporary retirement of Mr. Gladstone. He is 
now chief of the  Liberal-Unionists. He 
has been charged by the editor of the 
Speaker with having intrigued with 

ueen Victoria to depose Gladstone from 
the Liberal leadership in 1880, and he made no 
denial. Yet Mr. Gladstone, it is said, entertains 
kindly feelings towards the Duke. He is a fair 
speaker, rather heavy, and was a capable admin- 
istrator. His political history is as follows: He 
sat for North Lancashire from March, 
1857, till November, 1568, when he 
was an unsuccessful candidate, and for 
Radnor district from February, 1866, till March, 
1880. In April he was returned beth for Radnor 
District and Northegst Lancashire and elected to 
sit for the last-named constituency, and was re- 
elected May, 1880, after acceptation of office. He 
has been successively a Lord of the Admiralty, 
Secretary for War, Postmaster-General, Chief Sec- 
retary for Ireland, Indian Secretary, and again 
Secretary for War. Lord Hartington was edu- 
cated at Trinity, Cambridge, of which he is now 
Chancellor. He ame a member of the House 
of Lords last January on the death of his father, 
and the Liberals captured the seat which he then 
vacated. e parted from Mr. Gladstone on the 
home rule question. His relations with the 
Duchess of Manchester have been most cordial 
for many years. They were cordial during the 
life of the late Duke of Manchester, and the 
society papers gossiped about the pair. The 
Duke has been in America and on one occasion 
gave deep offese to loyal Northern sentiment dur- 
ing the war by wearing Rebel favor at a bail in 
New York. resident Lincoln paid him off 
for the insult later on when on being introduced 
to him he referred to him as Mr. Partington. 
The new Duchess 1s the daughter of the Hanover- 
ian Count De Alten. She is about 60 and has 
three children living, one the presént Duke of 
Manchester, better known as Lord Mandeville, 
who is now dying in Ireland in his 40th year. 
This spendthrift, broken-down lord was married 
to the Miss Yznaga of New York who some time 
ago obtained a separation from him. It is only a 
few weeks since the heir apparent of the Duke- 
dom, Victor Cavendish, M. P. for one of the Derby 
divisions, married Lady Evelyn Fitxmaurace, 
daughter of the Marquis of Lansdown. } 


Silver Crisis in India, 


In an editorial on the silver. question the 
Standard says: 

The day is approaching when America will dis- 
cover that it is easier to become possessed of a 
debased form of money than to get quit of it by 
a lucky fluke or a great sacrifice she may sur- 
mount the danger, but it is otherwise in India, 
and we are astonished that Indian states 
men have not sooner awakened to the 
necessity of checking the mischief. What- 
ever is done, however, we must avoid grasping at 
nostrums. A thorough overhaul and reduction of 
home charges would do more to relieve India and 
give her time to recuperate than all other sug- 
gested remedies. The stoppage of the coinage of 
silver in India mints would not pay Indian debts 
abroad, but might smash trade with the Straits 
settlements, China and Japan, while the adop- 
tion of a gold standard would not be beneficial, 
being only likely to curtail exports. 


Will Exhibit Teas at the Fair. 

The Indian Government has voted for 40,000 
rupees for the purpose of making an exhibit 
of teas at the Chicago Fair and 10,000 rupees 
for the decoration of the Indian pavilion and 
grounds, It is proposed to secure permission 
for the erection of several Kiosks in the 
grounds. 


DEMAND THE SURRENDER OF HAMA Mu. 


Sultan of Morocco Will Order Crops Burned 
if He Is Not Obeyed. 

Tanater, Aug. 16.—A Moorish deputation 
was sent Jast night to urge the rebel tribes- 
men tc surrender Hamam, the leader of the 
insurgents, alive or dead. If the rebels re- 
fuse to surrender their leader the deputation 
will notify them that the Sultan’s troops 
will set fire to their villages and 
crops and exterminate those who rebel 
against his authority.

OLD PAPER IS NEVER WASTED. 


Not White Paper, at All Events— What 
Old Metals Are Worth, 

There is no such thing as waste paper,“ 

said the junk dealer. Hardly a scrap of 


that isthrown away is carefully gathered up 
and finds its way eventually to the mill again, 
to be made over. The note-book in your 
hand may furnish material for the pages 
on which you will write a letter six months 
hence, and perhaps a year later you will un- 
knowingly find it incorporated in a summer 
novel with yellow covers. Thus the stock of 
paper that supplies the world is used over and 
over again indefinitely through the medium 
of the scavengers, the dealers in junk, and the 
factories, which are continually engaged in 
transforming the discarded material into fresh 
and clean sheets. 

Brown paper, however, is different. Be- 
cause it is composed of nothing more valuable 
than straw it is mostly thrown away 
never used again. I would not pay you 
25 cents for a ton of it. A few years ago o 
newspapers were worth four cents a pound, 
being made of rags. Now they are manu- 
factured out of wood pulp and straw and their 
market value is only a quarter of a cent a 
pound. Office papers, such as oid bills and 
such scraps, are worth the same price as news- 
papers, while what we call ‘ office sweepings,’ 
composed largely of envelopes, are quoted at 
15 cents a hundred weight. 


highest price is such stuff as ledgers with the 
covers torn off and other fine writing paper. 
For that kind of material I will give $1.25 a 
hundredweight. * Reading books’ are worth 
50 cents a hundred pounds. Ordinary mixed 
white paper has a value of 15 cents a hundred. 
Old metals I 1 just as I do waste pa- 
per. For old iron I pay 25 cents a hundred - 
weight, and for old lead 34% cents a pound by 
the quantity. Old copper is worth 7 cents a 
pound, and old brass fetches trom 5 to 6 cents. 
There are people who deal in second-hand 
machinery, but I only buy it as old iron. 
Safes, wheels, and dumbbells I buy and sell as 
such when they are in good condition.” 


MAY GO OUT IN THE WEST, TOO. 


If They Do Switchmen Say It Will Be 
Within Ten Days. 

It was rumored late last night that all the 
switchmen on the Erie line in Chicago, which 
is the old Chicago and Atlantic, hud been or- 
dered on strike. A reporter for Taz Triscne 
who called at the Dearborn street depot, was 
told that those switchmen only worked as far 
into Chicago as Fifty-first street. On calling 
there at midnight the switchmen said: 

“The Erie road proper extends westward 
only to Marion, O. This is an auxiliary to 
the system. We are waiting to hear the word 
from Grand Master Sweeney. He is now in 
Buffalo. As soon as he speaks we quit and so 
do all the switchmen on the lines running into 
Chicago. The strike may not reach Chicago 
for a week yet, but unless the demands of the 
strikers in the East are granted all the great 
railway lines will be tied up within ten days.”’

RULE OF THE BLACK BELT BOSSES 
NEARING [1$ END. 


No Taxes Shall Be Paid Into the Treasury 
of a Jones Administration Is the Order 
‘ef ‘the Jeffersonian Democracy—If the 
Legislature Refuses to Give the Follow- 
ers of: Kolb Justice Another Body of 
Representatives May Be Formed by the 

_ Counted-Out Party. 

Bramincuam, Ala., Aug, 16.—[Special.}— 
The recent election in Alabama disgusts one 
with politics as conducted by the Democratic 
bosses in the South. There is every proof 
that Jones was not elected, and the Legis- 
lature will be appealed to for justice to the 
majority—a majority the will of waich has 
been defeated. An order has been issued not 
to pay any taxes in September into the Treas- 
ury of a Jones administration, and all the in- 
dications point to greater trouble than many 
are willing to admit. The Kolb men swear 
they will have a fair election in November if 
it ‘necessitates applying for twenty United 
States Deputy Marshals in each voting pre- 
cinct in the State. ' 

It is feared that if the Legislature refuses to 
give justice an opposition body will be 
inaugurated and that the Kolb forces will 
gather and place their Governor in power by 
force of arms. They are as determined as 
ever were the forces under Washington in the 
days of the Revolution. | 

There are in round numbers in Alabama 
300,000 voters—135,000 negroes and 165,000 
whites. Of the negroes there are probably 
25,000 who vote the Democratic ticket from 
choice or because of the insistence of their 

employers. Of the 165,000 whites there are 
not less than 40,000 Republicans. The Alliance 
vote of this State is about 75,000, of which 
number the Republicans have a good percent- 
age—say 10,000, 

The redemption of Alabama dates from 
1874, when Houston (Dem.) of Whiggish per- 
suasion was made Governor. Therg were at 
that time numerous excuses for controlling or 
managing the negro vote. It was a matter of 
white supremacy, and the brother in black 
was simply counted out. Of course the waites 
would not allow the plantation negroes to fill 
the offices. The great mass of the nero pop- 
ulation in Alabama forms a crescent across the 
State, from easttow beginning with Cham- 
bers on the east sweeping down through 
Macon, Montgomery, Wilcox, Lowdries, Ma- 
rengo, Perry, Hale, and up as high as Pick- 
ens. There are eighteen counties that com- 
prise the black belt.“ In these eighteen 
counties there is an average population of 
about 7,000 to the county, or a total of 126,000 
people. Of this number there are in round 
numbers no less than 80,000 negroes. In some 
of the counties the negroes are three or four 
to one white. 

Where Wealth Once Was. 

Each county generally has its white and 
black section, the negroes generally living 
along the rivers and the whites ovcupying the 
hills. In many towns in numerous counties 
there are not over forty or fifty white voters 
and in many cases three or four hundred ne- 
groes. The cotton plantations are located in 
the black belt and in ante-bellum times 
this was the region of great wealth, much 
ease and indolence as well as refinement. 

In North Alabama in the hills and moun- 
tains live a class of people whose ancestors 
left the cotton belt sections of Georgia and 
Alabama to get away from the rich and dom- 
ineering slave-owner. They were poor and 
were known as the poor white trash.“ Many 
of these people were Union menand many 
soldiers were sent to the Federal armies from 
North Alabama. After the war many of them 
naturally drifted into the Republican party. 

The methods adopted in the elections of 
1874 and subsequent years received the sanc- 
tion of the Democratic party, for it was said 
to be self preservation. By holding this large 
mass of negro votes by the mere right of be- 
ing able and willing to manipulate it the 
handful of whites inthe “black belt” have 
dominated the State in all elections and have 
been in possession of all the offices. It has 
grown into a custom to stuff the ballot-buxes 
in those counties. 

The evil had grown upon the body politic, 
and had taken such deep root that the bosses 
of those counties became intolerant, over- 
bearing, and denounced anything and every- 
thing that dared to show any opposition, The 
pleadings have been long and pressing for a 
Constitutional convention whereby an elec- 
tion law might be secured. The opposition 
to this has always been from these bosses. In 
the State conventions these counties 
have been allowed representation on stuffed 
ballot-boxes, and the number of del- 
egates sent would depend upon the interest 
the leaders took in the issues before the pub- 
lic. For instance, Jefferson County, witha 

pulation of 88,000 and 10,000 white voters, 
is met in the State convention by a delegation 
of equal numbers from Dallas County, the 
white voting population of which is only about 

2.200. The majorities in those counties have 

been controlled during the last eighteen years 

by the necessities of the occasion. ä 
Under such a condition of affairs the Re- 

publicans have not taken much interest in the 

politics of the State. The predominating 
party had everything its own way. There re- 
mained nothing in front of it todevour. So the 
time came when it must naturally begin to 
devour itself. This time has been successfully 
pushed back by the black belt’’ bosses, who 
would ry, Organized Democracy and put 

a negro cracker on the end of the party whip 

and lash the mutineers into line. 

The Black Belt’s “ Power. 

These 46.000 white voters in the black belt 
today control sixteenof the twenty-one State 
offices. That section of the State south of the 
black belt“ has been entirely disregarded. 
The northern part of the State is accredited 
with the remaining four offices. That is to 
say, the 46,000 white voters in the black 
belt have sixteen State offices while the re- 
— 120,000 must content themselves with 

our. 

In 1884 and the succeedihg four or five years 
capital sought investment in the mining in- 
dustry of North Alabama, and since then 
Birmingham, Anniston, Fort Payne, Attalia, 
Florence, Decatur, Bessemer, and other 
points have came into existence—have been 
built in a night, as it were. Most of the capital 
came from the North, and the people who lo- 
cated here were in a majority of cases Re- 
publicans. In local affairs they have as a rule 
voted with their Democratic neighbors, but in 
National affairs have voted according to their 
old faith. For this they were esteemed and 

The evil, that was created by the 
Democracy in 1874 was allowed to con- 
tinue and the young men of the best families 
were installed as election managers, and se- 
lections were then made and have been ever 
since with an eye single to the expertness of 
the manager to transform“ a ballot in the 
short distance between the voter and the box. 
There are expert ballotbox-stuffers in Ala- 
bama who have and can take the ballot of the 
most intelligent citizen and, while engaging 
him in conversation, change it and put the op- 
position’s ticket in the box. It is an easy 
matter to transform a ballot before the eyes 
of an unsuspecting voter. 


How Kolb Was First Defeated. 


Two years ago the Farmers’ Alliance had 
assumed important proportions and took a 
hand in electing the State officers, or rather 
tried to do so. The candidates before that 
convention were R. F. Kolb, Thomas Watts, 
John W. Seay, and Thomas J. Jones. Kolb 
was back by the Alliance and the 
opposition to the “black belt“ interests. 
The three other candidates joined hands 
and, without reason or a shadow of justice, 
threw out two Kclb county delegations 
on some slight pretext, and then the fight was 
made “anything to beat Kolb.” After two 
days’ trading and juggling the opposition 
picked up Jones, the lowest man in the race, 
and nominated him. It was recognizea as an 
outrage all over the State, but Kolb walked 
into the convention and accepted the situation 
and took the stump for Jones’ election. 

This action drove thousands of the Demo- 
crats into the Alliance camp, and when the 
campaign just over was ushered in the people 
of the State occupied about the following po- 
sitions: The Alliance was as firm as ever in 

cause of Kolb, with the exception of a few 
office-seekers, who were induced by various 
offers and in some cases by purchases to come 
out for Jones. Of the 50. Democrats who 
were outside the Alliance there was a small 
percentage for Kolb. Of the 50,000. Republic- 
ans it will be safe to say 10,000 voted for 
Jones, making it about even, probably, with 
the organized Democrats who voted for Kolb. 
It will be safe to say that not over 5,000 of the 
75,000 Alliance men voted for Jones. |

The County committees were ordered to 
bodily take them off the tickets unless they 
shouted for Jones. By machine practices in 
many counties, where the popular vote was 
for Kolb, they sent up delegates for Jones. 
Kolb had votes, but Jones had the ma- 
chinery. The Kolb men became enr at 
the practices of the machine bosses, took 
no interest in the primaries. June found two 
well developed conventions inaugureted at 
Montgomery, and both men were nominated. 
Kolb claimed to repreaent the white Democ- 
racy of Alabama; Jones claimed to represent 
organized Democracy and white supremacy. 

n the counties all local candidates were or- 
dered to shout Jones or their names would be 
taken off the ticket, although they had ‘been 
elected as nominees at the primaries by a di- 
rect vote of the people. Many of them 
yielded and deserted Kolb. The negro issue

Instances of Fraud. 
The frauds perpetrated in the black belt 
In one county fourteen 
Kolb boxes were thrown out because the re- 
turns had not been signed, and they were left 
in this fix purposely. They all con- 
tained large Kolb majorities.’ In some 
places in Montgomery, Dallas, Ma- 
rengo, and Barbour Counties the returns 
far exceeded the number of voters given in the 
census. In one voting precinct in Montgom- 
ery County, when only thirty-two men voted, 
the returns show over 300 majority for Jones. 
In another, where only fitty-five men voted, 
the returns gave Jones a majority of over 400, 
This condition of affairs exists throughout the 
black beit.“ In Decatur, where the returns 
gave Jones a big majority, the managers sent 
out for the officers of election and had them 
correct an omission made in making up the 
returns.. A few days ago candidates on the 
Kolb ticket in Montgomery County, the home 
of Jones, decided to enter a contest, and when 
they called for the registration list it could 
not be found, and has not been found yet. In 
that county, Dallas. Hale, Perry, Marengo, 
Wilcox. and one or two others, the majorities 
are simply stuffed ballot-boxes. In Montgom- 
ery men have made affidavit that not over 
4,000 men voted, still it presens$ a 
majority of 6,200 for Jones. It is the same 


way in the other counties. In Caosa County 


the Sheriff and Probate Judge are accused of 
stealing seventeen boxes and doctoring the re- 
turns and a riot was almost inauguratea 
there last week. 


Intimidating the Negroes. 


Outside the black belt the negroes gen- 
erally were in favor of Kolb. However, the 
pour fellows had quite an experien the 

mocrats fighting for their votes. The Jones 
men told them that if they voted for Kolb 
they would be put back into slavery, and 
again that they would be denied the right to 
sell their cotton seed, or that they would be 
disfranchised at least. It 1s estimated that 
not more than 70,000 negroes went to the 
polls on election day, and it is known that, to 
say the least, as many voted for Kolb as for 
Jones, although it i¢ believed that a majority 
voted for Kolb. Tosum itallup in a few 
words, Kolb has been elected by not 
less than 25,000 majority, and about 20,900 
come from the white element. Of the thirty- 
eight white counties Kolb carried twenty- 
seven and of the eleven counted for Jones 
two of them were secured by the most out- 
rageous frauds conceivable. 

The People’s party, which is almost entire- 
ly inside the Alliance, is growing very rapid- 
ly, and Alabama 1s almost sure to elect dele- 
gates op to Mr. Cleveland. ‘The people 
are maddened and swear eternal vengeance, 
and are determined to get a fair election. 
They say a force bill can have no terrors 
greater than the bossism and ballot-box 
frauds of the black belt.“ The Alliance in 
State convention has passed resolutions 
against Cleveland. 

About Sept. 15 the Kolb wing will hold a 
State convention and call for the election of 
anti-Cleveland Electors and also call 
for the election of Congressmen 
in sympathy with them.

ENTRANCE FOR PASSENGER TRAINS. 


Arrangements Completed to Use the Expo- 
sition Company’s Right of Way. 

Detailed arrangements have been complet- 
ed for the entrance of passenger trains at the 
south end of Jackson Park. All roads will 
run intb the park over aright of way leased 
by the Exposition’ company. It runs from 
Sixty-seventh street south to Sixty-ninth 
street, continuing between Avenues A and B 
to Seventy-first street, where Seipp avenue is 
struck, and the line continues south along it 

to Seventy-fourth street and the junction of 
— Baltimore and Ohio railroad. The Balti- 
more and Ohio has given the privilege of con- 
structing tracks along this right of way, pro- 
vided any other con desiring an entrance 
should be permitted to run over these tracks. 

The entrance to the park is at Sixty-seventh 
street, 400 fect east of g vote! Island avenue, 
Between Sixty-seventh and Sixty-ninth streets 
the Exposition company has teased au eighty- 
acre tract of land. On the west side of the 
track will be constructed warehouses for pack- 


cases. a 
The Illinois Central has connected its main 
line with the Baltimore and Ohio route near 
Seventieth street. At this point the Illinois 
Central's connection diverges, running soutb- 
ward and westward to Seventy-first street and 
Avenue A, thence along the line of the Cen- 
tral’s South Chicago branch to near Adams 
avenue. From that point the line curves 
across the main line of the Baltimore and 
Ohio to Seventy-second street, where connec- 
tion is made with the main line of the Illinois 
Central. 

These tracks and the big passenger station 
at the south end of the track are intended for 
excursion business, By the arrangements 
made every railroad in Chicago can get its 
trains into the grounds.

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SOLDIERS OF THE e eae ARMY 


FORSAKE. LAKB BLUFF. 


Officers Declare That the Encampment Has 
Been a Marked Success—Many Conver- 
sions Reported as Well as Large Addi- 
tions to the Ranks—The Solemn Service 
of “Swearing In” Recruits — Brigadier 
Fielding’s Address of Warning—Close of 
the Desplaines Camp-Meeting. 

Lake Bluff today will have a deserted 
aspect. Yesterday the closing session of the 
Salvation Army encampment was held and 
before midnight the numerous red, white, and 
blue unitormed soldiers who had thronged 
the camp grounds. for a week had, in 
most instances, departed for their respect- 
ive fields ot labor. The encampment has 
been a success.

Under the Cuban Treaty American Goods 
Have a Winning Advantage—West In- 
dians Must Come to the United States 
for Machinery—Markets Practically Out 
of English Controi—Their Appointments 
Held Constitutional—Was Ready for the 
Gold Demand, 

Wasuinerton, D. C., Aug. 16.—[Special.]— 
There is a firm in Buffalo which has had prac- 
tical demonstration of the value of reciproc- 
ity. The George IL. Squier Manufacturing 
company makes, among other things, ma- 


market is largely in the Spanish-speaking 
countries south of the United States. Recent- 
ly it received a letter from a Cuban who has 
been an agent for European goods, but now 
desires to handle American products. It is as 
follows: 

“The George L. Squier Manufacturing 
Company, Buffalo, N. Y.—Gentlemen: The 
new Cuban tariff, which will be in force July 
1, opens a wide field of operations to the 
American manufacturer by giving him, 
through the new treaty between this country 
and the United States, a monopoly in the im- 
portation of all classes of machinery, both 
agricultural and industrial, free of duty, 
against a discrimination of 20, 30, 80, and in 
some cases up to 200 per cent on European 
imports, as you will see by inclosed memo- 
randum, The French, Belgian, and German 
manufacturers had heretofore supplied 
planters with machinery favored by cheaper 
labor and a duty of 1 per cent ad valorem, and 
it is now the opportunity of American manu- 
facturers to grasp this market and remain for 
good. To obtain their object itis necessary 
that they should meet the requirements of 
planters by adapting their plans, as far as 
practicable, to that of European manufactur- 
ers, and I beg to offer you my services there- 
for. The entire Cuban market for manu- 
factured goods is within the grasp of Amer- 
icans.”’

iester, written at San Juan, Porto Rico, 
June 2: 

About five days the government here 
received the new tariff from Spain. It places 
65 cents a kilo on all moving machinery from 
Europe, 15 cents a kilo oa copper, though ev- 
erybody thinks it a mistake, that it should be 
100 kilos. It affects Cuba about the same 
way. The people here are wild over the mat- 
ter, and are holding public meetings, but they 
generally break up in rows, so I think nothing 
will be done toward a change in the new tariff.

Bering Sea and Monetary Commissioners

To satisfy himself and asso- 
ciates on this point Justice Harlan, one of the 
Bering Sea Commission, consulted his breth- 
ren on the bench and received assurances that 
there was nothing in the world to prevent his 
serving im the 9 designated by Presi- 
dent Harrison. ides, these offices did not 
ü ire the sanction of Senate despite the 
fact that the appointments were made by the 
President of the United States. Itis held that 
members of the International Monetary Coin- 
mission are in the same category with the 
Bering Sea Commissioners, Members of the 
International Monetary conference who will 
represent the United States at this important 
gathering are making preparations to go 
abroad about Oct. 1. According to the present 
program it is quite likety that the Commis- 
sioners on the part of Great Britain, Germany, 
and the United States will block out a pian to 
be submitted to the entire Congress, the ses- 
sions of which will consume about six weeks 
or two months. Then a recess will be taken 
to permit the United States Commissioners, 
and particularly those who are Congressmen, 
to return to this country for the closing ses- 
sion of the Fifty-second Congress. 


WILL MEET ANY DEMAND. 


The Efforts to Injure American Credit Will 
Be Met by the Treasury. : 

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 16.—[Special. ]— 
Months ago Secretery Foster was asked what 
the Treasury Department would do if 
$1,000,090 gold of the Subtreasury was de- 
manded in exchange for Treasury notes. 
We'll meet such a demand when it arrives,“ 
was his reply. ‘Then be went on to say that 
such a demand was not likely to be made in 
the usual course of business, and if it did 
come there would probably be scme ulterior 
purpose. Whatever the purpose he said the 
government would be ready to meet all de- 
mands. Secretary Foster is not here now. 
but the Treasury officials find nothi dis- 
turbing in the fact that Heidelback, 
Ichelheimer & Co. demanded and got 
$1,000,000 in guid from the , Subtreasury 
in New York for Treasury notes yesterday. 
The statement that thisis the largest sum 
ever taken out by one firm at one time is not 
correct. It is not a sudden run on the Sub- 
treasury. July 29 the pressure for gold for 
export was much greater than it has been 
since. On that day two firms got between 
them $2,200,000 in gold for Treasury notes, 
and during the day more than $4,000,000 was 
paid out in this way. Itisalittle extraor- 
dinary perhaps that the demand for gold 
should keep up 30 long, but the department 
officials say that there is nothing in it to cause 
uneasiness. There 1s a feeling in the depart- 
ment that foreign manipulators have been 
trying for some time to run down the market 
for American securities, and the fact that sil- 
ver has sunk so low is attributed to these same 
manipulators rather than to natural causes. 
All efforts to injure American securities, if 
there was such a design, have failed.

Prevented Steam as Well as Smoke. 
The Society for the Prevention of Smoke 
has just had an amusing experience wit the 
invention of a New York man who claimed to 
be able to suppress smoke. His invention 
was in the form of a powder or ointment, 
which was to be thrown over the fuel used 
and in combustion would prevent the appear- 
ance of any smoke. The inventor sent on 
word to the Smoke Society suggesting 
that a company be fo here 
to manufacture i smoke preven- 
tor. The society suggesed that the 
inventor send on a saniple of his product to 
be tested before any move be en. This 
was done and the trial was made of the coal 
compound at the works of the Hamilton 
Organ company. In the experiments the 
worst kind of soft coal was used and the 
mixture was a thorough success so far as 
keep down the smoke is concerned. It 
succeeded, however, equally well in keeping 
down the steam. Some iar pro ies of 
the mixture were developed which a de- 
cided effect in reducing the smoke; but, curi- 
ously enough, the steam gauge indicated that 
it had an unsatisfactory effect on the working 
qualities of the furnace. . 
When the experiment began the steam 
gauge showed ninety pounds of pressure with 
a good fire made up without the use of the 
patent medicine. n shovelfuls of coal 
ancinted with the smuoke-preventing mixture 
were thrown on and the steam gauge within 
three minutes dropped to a point indicating 
thirty pounds of steam. |

The action against the tug men, according 
to a man whose interests are allied with those 
of the river people, will result either in prac- 
tically no change of affairs or else in the use 
of hard coal. In his mind there is no device 
possible which will enable the tug men, with 
their limited boiler and furnace space, to use 
soft coal without producing smoke, The city 
fire tug, Yosemite, uses hard coal, but it is 
claimed that in case of a fire soft coal is used 
to get up steam promptly, and that when the 
tug is at work it smokes as badly as any of 
those of the different towing lines. It was 
claimed some time ago that the tue men had 
actually increased towing charges and alleged 
a reason therefore that the agitation of the 
smoke question had entailed considerable ex- 
pense on them in the way of tittmg up their 
tugs with new furnaces. This was considered 
an odd move on the part of the tug men, as it 
is known that practically „ nothing 
has been done by them in the lime of 
adupting smoke preventive devices. It is 
clear, however, that tug men are exercising 
rather more care in firing than heretofore. In 
taking evidence from the Lake street bridge 
Monday the Smoke Inspectors noticed a nuin- 
ber of tugs which were being operated with- 
out violating the smoke ordinance in the least. 
This will either indicate that some practical 
device has been found for these tugs or that 
their engineers and firemen have had strict 
instructions to be more careful in their work. 

The Chicago Fireplace company, one of the 
defendants in the last »atch of smoke suite, 
has arranged to use the Conrad smoke pre- 
venti device, a description of which was 
given in Taz Trisuns of yesterday. It is one 
of the steam jet devices to which extensive 
class belongs the device made by the Western 
Smoke Preventer company. 

The Western Smoke Preventer is easily 
adapted to use on any kind of steam generat- 
ing plant. The principle upon which it works 
is the forcible injection of air by means of 
steam. The preventer itself consists of one 
or more cylindrical castimgs, into one end of 
which is inserted a small jet nozzle, the other 
end being jacketed by a spherical attachment 
called a sound arrester. This sound arrester 
is lined with lateral planes for the purpose of 
conducting air in a zigzag course, thereby 
lessening the noise always incident to forcing 
air into a hollow aperture. When the steam 
is turned on it creates a vacuum ir one leg of 
the casting. The atmospheric air rushing in 
through the opening in the sound arrester 
fills vacuum and is siphoned into the fur- 
nace. By the peculiar form and construction 
of the casting it has been discovered that a 
more perfect commingling of the steam and 
air is obtained than by any other process, ard 
by the nature of. the casting it is also 
claimed that the maximum amount of 
air can be siphoned into the furnace 
with the least expenditure of steam, air and 
heat together being the only essentials requi- 
site for perfecting combustion. Any device 
which admits of the greatest amount of air is 
the most efficient smoke preventive. A series 
of the castings are placed upon any boiler 
furnace in such a manner that they will dis- 
tribute air evenly over the area of the grate 
bars. Care is always taken in 2 
castings that the columns of air will not ke 
against the boiler shell, the flues, or grate 
bars, thereby avoiding the poseible chance of 
injuring the boiler or any other part of the

KO W NAUGHT OF IT. 


BAILROAD MEN IGNORANT OF THE 
NEW ELECTRIC ROAD. 


Details of the Cars and Method of Opera- 
tion of Dr. Wellington Adams’ Pro- 
jected Air Line Between Chicago and 
St. Louis—Is to Make a Schedule Time 


Stopping the Trains in Response to 


Signals. 

Electricians in this city claim to have no 
‘more information than the newspapers have 
published from time to time concernmg 
Chicago and St. Louis electric railroad, work 
upon which a dispatch in Taz TN UNA of yes- 
terday stated had begun near Hillsboro, Ill. At 
the Chicago and Alton offices nothing is known 
of it. Although the promoters have given out 
that the projected. road would carry 3,000, 000 
passengers from St: Louis to Chicago during 
the World’s Fair, the Alton people declare 
that they have never looked it up. 

This enterprise was originated by Dr. Wel- 
lington Adams. It is said to be backed by a 
St. Louis company with a capital stock of 
$6,000,000. Adams is not widely known in 
this city, but several people who have met 
him say that his enthusiasm when desctibing 
his plans is infectious. He thoroughly be- 
lieves that he has found a simple way of pro- 
pelling trains long distances at great speed. 

His system includes a peculiar car and an 
arrangement of motors by means of which 
immense power is generated. Dr. Adams has 
said that the plan of these was conceived by 
him while in Europe. The forward end of 
the car is shaped like a half cone. point 
in the center approaches within a short dis- 
tance of the ground. In this compartment 
the motor man will be placed. The car 
is built in this form so as to 
present the least surface resistance to the at- 
mosphere. There are two driving wheels and 
two pilot wheels at each end. The former are 
six feet in diameter—larger than those on all 
but a few locomotives, Each driver is at- 
tached to a motor weighing 6,132 pounds, 
capable of 200 horse power ata speed of 
revolutions of the wheel 4 minute. The 
armature is mounted rigidly on the axies. 
Each motor car is a miro, 4.4 passenger and 
baggage car and wilh hold forty people. 

Level as a Floor and an Air Line. 


The overhead wire system is used. Wires 
run at a level with sides of the car roof. Dr. 
Adams says asingle wire will develop 25,000 
voltage, The trolley poles will be so con- 
structed that they will not sag and thus allow 
the trolley wheel to lose contact with the 
overhead wire. To further insure against 
such an accident this wheel will be twelve 
inches in diameter. He claims to have sur- 
veyed an air line route between Chicago and 
St. Louis and to have reduced the distance 
between the two cities to 248 miles 
as compared with the 282 miles traversed 
by the Chicago and Alton railroad. For 200 
miles of this distance the country is level as a 
floor. Themaximum grade will not ex 
two feet in 100 and this will occur at only two 
points. 

In the beginning, he says, the company 
will build only two tracks, using seventy- 
pound California continuous overlapping 
rails with stone ballast. The roadbed will be 
sloping, with a porous bottom and a ditch be- 
tween each pair of tracks. The entire line 
will be fenced and all crossings will be above 
the grade of the road. Spurs will be built to 
Decatur, Springfield, Bloomington, and other 
large towns, But the principal traffic will be 
between Chicago and St. Louis 

The inventor recently — himéelf 
thus regarding the operation of the road: 
„Our trains will run into Union Station at 
St. Louis over an elevated structure and our 
northern terminus will be the Fair grounds at 
Chicago: The road will be divided into sec- 
tions with a transforming station in each. 
There will be two central stations, one at Wil- 
mington or Fairbury, III., and the other at 

inburg. At the latter point the company
